ment, and for Our Safe Returo, Therefore, We with Advice and Cons 
ſent of the Lords of Our Privy Council, do hereby Indit, and Appointa 
Day of folemn and publick Thankſgiving, ro be Religioufly Obſerved and 
Kepr in allthe Churches & Mccting-houſes withinthe City ol Edinburgh, 
&1 the Shizes of Edinburgh,Haddingtoun &Litnlithgow vpon Sunday 
next, thetwentie one day ot @epterper current ; and inall the Churches 
and Mectingsheuſcs of the other Shires and Burghs of this Kingdom, upon 
Sunday,the fifth Day ofOctobernext: And ®rdainstheMinifters in the faids 
other Shires,to cauleRead, andmake Intimation hereof upon the Sunday pre; 
ceeding, and that all Perſons give punualObedience hereunto, asthey will 
be anſwerable at their bigheſt Peri}, and VVerequire Our Solicitor, 1a the 
moſt convenient V Vay and Method to diſpatch, and fend printed Coppies 
of this Our Proclamation, tothe Sheriffs ofthe ſeveral Shires, and the Stews 
arts of the Stwartries, and rhcir Deputs, and Clerks, whom VVe ordain to 
cauſe Publiſh, and immediatly tranſmit the ſamine tothe Miniſters in all the 
Churches and Mecting.houſes within their refpeGive Jurisdictions, And 
ordains thir preſcentsto be Printed, g: Publiſhed at the Mercar- Croſs of @dins 
burgh,and at theMercatecroſles ofthe Head:burghs ofthe ſeveral Shires,and 
Stewartries withig this Kingdom, that nanc may pretend Ignorance, Given 
under OurSiguer, arHoly-rood-Youſe, the ſeventeenth day of Seps 
tember, one thouſand fx hundred and ninety, ang of Our Reign the ſecond
